It needs only a little good judgment and a little 
common sense in the urgence of the motor bus pro- 
posals and in the consideration of them to assure 
for the city a new method of transportation which 
will be enjoyed by thousands of citizens. 

Where the advocacy of them becomes lunatie it 
is the point at which they are urged as a complete 
remedy for existing defects in the street car system. 
if we are to go off at this tangent we might as 
well be offered wheel chairs and sturdy pushers 
to solve the question of getting to work and home 
again. 

A motor bus using the boulevards would realize 
an ideal of intramural transportation. Instead of 
taking the least agreeable it would take the most 
agreeable route downtown and back again. It 
would command a view of parks and of the most 
handsomie thoroughfares. In Lenden and Paris 
the stranger within the gates dan get comfort and 
a cértain esthetic enjoyment on the roof of a dus 
traversing the handsomest parts of these cities. 
The service would be valuable as an auxiliary. It 
would in a small measure relieve congestion. As a 
eure for congestion such service is ludicrous, It 
cannot occupy the service streets without iaterfer- 
ing with the organized system of transportation.

THD AMERICAN STATEMENT OF NEUTRALITY 
{From the Montreal Star.) 

The United States government has taken the 
wise and honorable coursé of laying down the 
principles which govern its policy of neutrality in 
a state paper of arresting power. Not content 
with theoretical. and academic expositions, this 
state paper deals with actual cases in à clear and 
convincing manner; and it will be difficult after 
this for any criticism if the practical details of 
that policy, though it be “made in Germany,” 
with ten times the usual skill of that people, to 
make much headway among the thinking people 
ef the American republic. 

It should never be forgotten that the American 
government is in a very unusual and delicate po- 
sition in this war. It is not only a democratic 
government, securing its powers of government 
wholly from “the consent of the governed,” but 
it must secure these powers from the most di- 
verse and commingled community in the world. 

Consequently the American executive is bound 
to justify itself—not only or even chiefly to the 
embattled powers—but to the different and dif- 
fering sections of its own people. This is prac- 
tically an unparalleled experience for a grdat 
neutral government. Italy has only to please 
and satisfy Italians. Rovumania ts looking after 
the virile and alert Roumanhian race—and no 
other. But the American government must 
reckon among ite supporters—and judges—men 
of British and German blood, and racial repre- 
sentatives of every fag under fire. This is why 
this document is prepared and presented to the 
American people. They are the real critics of 
American policy—not, as is usual, the diplomats 
of foreign capitals. 

This state paper sets out to show that the 
American government have sought—not to keep 
a tally of the blows struck, now on this side and 
now on that, with a view to making them bal- 
ance—but to strictly obey the letter and the 
spirit of the law of neutrality without much 
reference to consequences. They will permit 
the sale of arms to whoever is in a position to 
buy them and accept delivery. They will censor 
wireless telegraphy, but not cable commun 
tion, because belligerents can protect themsé¢} 
against the latter by simply cutting the cables, 
while they dare not interfere with a wireless 
station on a neutral coast. They will protect 
the rights of neutral shipping, and try to whittle 
down the exceptions as to contraband. And so 
it goes. One side suffers at one point, and the 
other at another. But that is none of the busi- 
ness or concern of the American gove t. 

This is neutrality isolated in a noneympathe tie 
vacuum; and we must accept this as the ideal of 
the present American government. We might 
have liked a greater readiness to protest or 
moral grounds against violations of inter- 
national law and usage; but if the American: 
themselves propose to abandon their dazzling 
opportunities in this regard, we cannot do more 
than mourn for the inevitable and resulting

This committee must not be confused 
with the New York office of the commis- 
sion for relief in Belgium, which is sita- 
ated at 71 Broadway. This commission 
for relief in Belgium has entire charge 
under agreement with the powers at war 
of distribution in Belgium Its chairman 
is H. C. Hoover and it will continue to 
recetve food and clothing, for the sending 
of which it issues circulars giving full 
directions. 

Our Chicago committee uses its sub- 
scriptions to buy the food here in Chicago 
(which is a low market) at wholesale 
prices, and then ships to such seaboard 
town as the commission for relief in Bel- 
gium's New York office indicates, being 
of course one at which a steamer is load- 
ing for Belgium. 

Therefore, the best method is to send 
contributions of money to W. J. Chalmers, 
treasurer of the Chicago committee, 72 
West Adams street.

NEW RUSS ARMY. |~

LONDON, Jan. . — The war situation 
in the east today was the cynosure of the 
eyes of military men and diplomats alike. 
More important than the progress of the 
fighting between the Russian and Austre- 
German armies, comprising tie new Rus- 
sian Offensive in East Prussia and. the 
attempt of a strong Austro-German army 
to dislodge the Russian forces from their 
positions in the Carpathians is the po- 
litical situation. 

The greatest factor in the political situ- 
ation still is Roumania. That Roumania, 
with the mobilization of its forces near- 
ing completion, will not long delay. in 
casting its lot with the allies is the grow- 
ing conviction of students of European 
WAN politics. 9 , 


_ Roumania Anxious for War. 
The temper cf the Roumanian govern- 
ment is analyzed in the following dis- 
patch to the Chronicle from its corre- 
spondent in Bucharest: 

** Roumania, having set her hand tothe 
plow, is not going to turn back, but is 
steadily and quietly preparing an effect- 
ive entrance into the war. In the public 
mind the cause of, the allies js indissolv- 
bly linked with that of a greater Rou- 
mania and German efforts to hold this 
country back seem due to fail.

London Banker So Asserts; 
Kaiser Now Spending

LONDON, Jan. 29.—Sir Ward Hopkin - 
son Holden, chairman of the London City 
and Midland Bank, Limited, in a review 
of Germany’s war finances at a meeting 
of the bank today, expressed the opinion 
that there would be no cessation of the 
war within twelve months, owing to the 
gold position of Germany.

FIRST AID OUTFITS. 

RLINGTON, Mass., now requires 
that every shop or factory where 
machinery is used for manufac- 
turing purposes be equipped with 

j @ first aid outfit. In tharcity the 
board of health has the power to ax 
requirements of this character and their 
Tule shall have the same standing as do 
ordinances by city councils. 

The rule is as follows: Every person, 
firm, or corporation operating a factory 
or shop in which machinery is used for 
any manufacturing purpose, or for any 
other purpose except for elevators, or for 
heating, or hoisting apparatus, shall at 
pil times keep and maintain free of ex- 
pense te the employés a full set of the 
following articles, the same to be kept ina 
suitable dustproof case:

The 
one thing most needed, and hardest to do, 
is to convince business that signs of re- 
newed prosperity will not be regarded 
with suspicion, and be the signal for new 
attacks. In view of past events it will be 
most difficult to secure confidence in any 
such change of view or of purpose on the 
part of the administration; but when this 
is done, and not before, we may look for 
an approach to good times. There has 
been too much of a different sort pulled 
off to make the spreading of such confi- 
dence an easy matter.

After the death of Robert Barrett 
Browning, the son ot the poets, his col- 
lection of autograph letters and manu- 
scripts of his distinguished parents was 
brought to light. The more Important of 
these were published in Cornhill Mag- 
azine, while others by Mrs. Browning 
passed into the collection of Mr. T 
J, ‘Wise and were printed by him In e 
series of little volumes issued in a limited 
edition of thirty copies each for brivate 
circulation. .

It 
is‘ interesting to read her ertticiams. Mrs. 
Browning was very careful as td what
